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The  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year  s-hows  no 
increase  over  the  average  for  the  past  few  years.  There  are  nine 
villages  within  the  district  that  are  designated  minor  centres  where 
residential  development  is  permitted  in  accordance  with  the  provision 
of  the  County  Development  Plan  but  it  is  disturbing  to  note  that  over  the 
past  twelve  years  a  total  of  only  seven  private  dwellings  have  been 
built  in  six  of  the  Minor  Centres.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that 
in  two  villages  land  is  not  being  made  available  and  alro  because  of 
shrinking  public  transport  services  there  is  unlikely  to  be  a  demand  for 
houses  away  from  the  Mai ton- St axt on  trunk  road  area.

Council  Houses. 

The  Council  own  643  houses,  179  were  built  prior  to  1939  and  of 
these  125  have  been  modernised. 

Rodent  Control. 

No  infestations  were  recorded  in  the  sewerage  systems  and  very  few 
notifications  of  rats  and  mice  in  private  properties  were  received. 
Treatment  is  free  for  dealing  with  infestations  in  private  houses. 


Sewerage 


Work  was  completed  during  the  year  on  a  new  sewerage  system  for 
Scampston  to  replace  the  defective  old  sewer  and  the  enlargement  of  the 
disposal  works  at  Rillington  to  the  original  design  maximum  capacity  was 
substantially  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  fifteen  village  sewage  disposal  works  in  operation  continued 
to  give  generally  good  results. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

House  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly  and  taken  to  the  pulverisor 

financed  jointly  by  three  local  authorities,  and  situated  in  Malton  Urban 
District. 

The  disposal  arrangements  have  worked  extremely  well  over  the 
first  full  year  since  the  pulverisor  was  commissioned  and  the  slight 
increase  in  disposal  costs  is  amply  compensated  by  the  closure  of 
the  former  partially  controlled  tips. 
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Meat  Inspection 


There  was  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  with  of  course  a  corresponding  increase  in 
the  hours  spent  on  meat  inspection  duties  at  the  expense  of  other 
routine  work.
